Primavesi said that Mrs. Meyer, 
who is a friend of the Russo fam- 
ily, was active in soliciting favors 
for Russo when he and six other 
Italians were confined in jail on an 
indictment charging participation 
in the murder of Aiphonse Palaz- 
zolo, a victim of a gang war. On 
Oct. 17, with the consent of Circuit 
Attorney Sidener, Russo was ad- 
mitted to $50,000 bail, Sidener 
stating the case against him did 
not appear strong, and it never was 
brought to trial, as the State lost 
its case against Ralph Calico, first 
and only one of the several defend- 
ants to be tried. 


Statements by Primavesi. 


“On one of her visits to the jail 
Mrs. Meyer complained to me that 
a large sum of money must be put 
up before bond could be had for 
Russo,” Primavesi said. “I asked 
her how much money was being 
demanded. She said $3000. T ad- 
vised her to enter negotiations with 
the man who had made the fro- 
posal and take the police into her 
confidence so that she might trap 
him. 

“She left the office saying she 
would do that. The following day 
she returned and said that $4000 
was wanted. I again advised her 
to trap those who were seeking 
the money. 

“Again she assented to my sug- 
gestion and she came back to me 
a third time. My memory is not 
quite clear on what ‘she said on 
the last visit but as I recollect it 
she said $5000 was now wanted. 

“I am positive, anyhow, that she 
said the money demanded for bond 
was between $3000 and $5000. 
Again I asked her to trap the per- 
son making the offer and she de- 
parted saying that she would. She 
did not return again. The day 
after her last visit Russo was re- 
leased on bond.” 

Russo was in jail from Oct. 1 to 
Oct. 17, when he was released on 
bond. He has been quoted as say- 
ing he had to pay $2500 to get a

State Record of License Plates Up 
‘to June }.

JEFFERSON CITY. June 17.— 
The State Motor Vehicle Registra- 
tion Department issued 610,727 li- 
cense plates for passenger automo- 
biles and trucks up to June 1, Com- 
missioner O. G. Steininger an- 
nounced today.

Miss Marguerite Bumbaugh 
Removed From Stand 
After Fainting While Be- 
ing Questioned.

ST. JOSEPH, Mich., June 7.— 
The courtroom where Miss Mar- 
guerite Bumbaugh is being tried 
here for the killing of Walter H. 
Cook, Niles, Mich., basket manu- 
facturer,/ was thrown into uproar 
late this afternpon when the de- 
fendant under  cross-examination 
became hysterical and had to be 
removed from the witness stand. 

The break came after George H. 
Bookwalter had been _—cross-ex- 
amining the defendant and had 
asked her if it were not true that 
she was as much at fault as Cook 
for the alleged intimate relations 
Miss Bumbaugh had testified to. 

“You are trying to make me” 

Miss Bumbaugh began, and 
suddenly swung around toward the 
jury. 

“Take me! Kill me!” she 
shricked, “but save my brothers,’ 

Miss Bumbaugh’'s two brothers, 
Girard and George, are accused 
jointly with her in the slaying. 

Immediately after her outburst 
to the jury, she fainted and was 
carried into Judge Charles E., 
White’s chambers, a temporary re- 
cess being called. 

Previously Miss Bumbaugh gave 
her version of the fatal shooting 
of. Cook in his factory, March 20. 


Completing her direct testimony, 


Miss Bumbaugh, 
private secretary, said she shot her 
former employer after he had 
struck her with @ basket and had 
told factory employes to “put these 
people out of here,” referring to 
Miss Bumbaugh and her brothers, 
George and Giard.

SIDENER ASKS

GRAND JURY 


Acts on Charges That Pay- 
ment of $15,700 Was 
Made to Get ‘‘Square 
Deal” in His Office. 


RUSSO LIKELY TO BE. 
AMONG WITNESSES 


Police Commissioner, Mrs. 
Meyer, Jail Warden and 
Bank Agent Probably 
Will Be Called. 


Following on the heels of two 
disclosures made by Police Com- 
missioner Arthur J. Freund, and 
exclusively published in the Post- 
Dispatch—first, that $100,000 was 
offered to him to procure bond for 
and to defend Italian gangsters 
charged with murder, and next 
that William Russo told him of 
having paid $15,700 to “get a 
square dea?’ in the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office—Commissioner Freund 
today announced his candidacy for 
the Republican nomination for Cir- 


cuit Attorney. 

In his announcement, Freund 
charged, in effect, that organized 
crime exists under official protec- 
tion in St. Louis. He pledged him- 
self, if elected Circuit Attorney, to 
“make a vigorous fight to wipe out 
this menace.” 

Freund filed notice of his can- 
-didacy with the Board of Election 
Commissioners late today, and an- 
nounced at the same time that he 
had mailed his resignation from 
the Board of Police Commissioners 
to Gov. Baker, to take effect im- 
mediately. 

Investigation Ordered. 

Shortly after Freund’s announce- 
ment was made public, Circuit At- 
torney Sidener, a candidate for re- 
nomination on the Republican tick- 
et issued an order for a grand jury 
investigation of the Russo charge, 
to begin tomorrow morning, and 
placed Andrew C. Maroney, Assis- 
tant Circuit Attorney, in charge of 
this inquiry, relieving him ef oth- 
er duties. 

Sidener said he welcomed the in- 
vestigation, “‘which will result 
from the alliance of my former 
clerk, William Geist, Arthur J. 
Freund and William Russo in 
an effort to defeat me for re-elec- 
tion.”’ . 
Probable Witnesses. 

Among those who undoubtedly 
will be summoned before the grand 
jury are Russo, Commissioner 
Freund, Geist, Mrs. Dora Meyer, 
Warden Primavesi of the City Jali, 
and the politician who, Freund has 
said, offered him a $100,000 fee. 

Mrs. Meyer, a Deputy Sheriff, 
was named today by Warden Pri- 
mavesi as one person who could 
confirm the story that demands 
for money had been made for bail 
for Russo, ag published elsewhere 
in this edtion.

Dominant Personality Lacking. 

Another issue of conflict con-

ageable weapon. 

Lowden supporters, of course, 
put their man first, as do those 
of Senators Curtis and Watson 
and those of more definite dark- 
horse character. Neither is yet 
willing to abandon his campaign 
in favor of any one man who 
might be thought able to turn the 
trick against Hoover. 

Lowden will arrive Saturday 
night to move into his spacious 
headquarters and take charge of 
his campaign, Watson is on the 
ground and Curtis will open his 
offices this week. Senator Goff, 
who defeated Hoover in West 
Virginia, has not put in an ap- 
pearance. Borah of Idaho, who 
will receive his own state’s votes 
for a time, is yet to come. 

In the five remaining days other 
headquarters of last-minute’ en- 
tries may be opened, If new 
headquarters are established they 
may have to go outside the im- 
mediate Convention hall area. 
Nearly all useful space has been 
taken over, even the signboards 
and banner-space across prom- 
inent avenues. The signs now dis- 
played emphasize the lines of the 
coming conflict. One huge ban- 
ner has this inscription: “Herbert 
Hoover—tke nation’s 
son.” 

Nearby is another equally em- 
phatic and appealing. It says: 
“Lowden—the man of the hour.” 

Working through the dinner 
hour last night, the National Com- 
mittee disposed of the last of the 
contests, which in all involved 75 
of the 1089 convention seats. Be- 
fore calling it a day, however, it 
took up the question of fractional] 
voting and decided not to inter- 
fere with delegations that had 
been expanded in size by giving 
some or all members part of a 
vote. 

The Hoover forces wound up 
their fight over contested delegates 
with a show of strength which top- 
pled every obstacle. A block of 
26 votes from Texas, the entire del- 
egation, was definitely put in the 
Hoover column in the face of per- 
haps the most stubborn fight con- 
ducted during the three days of 
hearings. 

Votes Added to Hoover's List. 

As the count stood, after the last 
of the contests had been disposed 
of, Hoover had added these votes, 
originally challenged, to his string: 
Florida—Nine, giving him the 
entire delegation of 10 from that 
State. 

Kentucky—Two,.. insuring him 
the support of the full 29 delegates. 

Louisiana—Ten of 12. 

Mississippi—12, the entire dele- 
gation, ; 

Tennessee — Three, indicating 
that he would have most of that 


Texas—26, the entire delegation. 
All of these votes—62 in all— 
either are pledged or instructed for 
him. All had been in dispute, al- 
though most of them had been in- 
cluded in the claims of the Hoo- 
ver managers which have put his 
convention strength near the 645 
majority needed for nomination, 

Likely to Get Other Support. 

Ir. addition to the delegates he 
bagged for a certainty, Hoover is 
expected by his managers to have 
the support, along with other dele- 
gates from that State, of three dis- 
trict delegate votes from Georgia 
involved in the now settled con- 
tests. 

The only instance where the Hoo. 
ver backers put up a fight and lost 
was in the Sixth Louisiana district.

10 HURT IN EXPLOSION 
MOVIE STARS ROUTED 


Blast Follows Fire in Los ‘An- 
geles Cafe During Charlie 
Chaplin’s Party. 


By the Associated Press. 
HOLLYWOOD, Cal., June 7.—An 
explosion wrecked the Russian 
Eagle Cafe here early today, injur- 
ing ten persons, a few minutes aft- 
er many movie celebrities, headed 
by Charlie Chaplin, had fled fol- 
lowing an alarm of fire. Two of 


the injured are in a serious condi- 
‘tion. The explosion occurred in the 
area just west of the studio center. 

Theodore Lochinsky, said to be 
a former Russian Army General 
and owner of the cafe, and Irving 
P. Strother, a guest, were the most 
seriously injured. 

‘An investigation showed that at 
6 o'clock last night eight candles 
surrounded by a kerosene-soaked 
string had been found burning in 
an attic of the place. A _ similar 
contrivance was reported to have 
been discovered at midnight. 

Pending co-ordination of these 
findings the sheriff's office de- 
clined to express an opinion as to 
whether the fire and explosion 
were accidental or the result of a 
plot. 

A gay party was in progress at 
the cafe, popular movie resort.

DEMAND FOR $150,000 REFUND 
BEFORE ILLINOIS COMMISSION 


Claims of 30 Coal Dealers on 
Freight Rates Over Four-Year 
Period Being Heard. 

The claim of 30 East Side coal 
dealers against 15 railroads for 
restitution of approximately $150,- 
000 paid as freight rates on coal 
from 1922 to 1926 is being heard 
by the Illinois Commerce Commis- 
sion sitting in the City Court at 
East St. Louis. The hearing 
opened yesterday. 

Action to bring about reduction 
of rates on Illinois coal into East 
St.. Louis and nearby terminals 
was started by the dealers in 1922. 
What was known as the Perry 
Coal Co. case was heard by the 
Commission, the State courts and 
finally by the Commission with the 
result that a rate reduction was 
ordered two years ago. In the 
meantime, the coal dealers con- 
tinued to pay the rates they pro- 
tested against. The present claim 
is an effort to recover the differ- 
ential between the old and new 
rates over the four years while 
the matter was in controversy.

Orders Grand Jury. 
Inquiry Tomorrow Into Charges 


Made Against His Office 


In Statement Announcing Action, He Refers 


to “Alliance of Geist, Freund and Russo 
to Defeat Me for Re-election.” 


Calling newspaper reporters into 
his office this morning, Circuit At- 
torney Sidener handed them a 
typewritten statement in which he 
announced he had called a spe- 
cial Session of the grand jury for 
10 o’clock tomorrow morning to 
investigate charges made against 
his office in the handling of the 
Palazzolo murder case. He also 
gave out a letter he had written to 
his assistant, Andrew C. Maroney, 
instructing Maroney to take charge 
of the inquiry before the grand 
jury. 

Before that Sidener had been in 
conference in his office with his 
attorney, William Baer, former As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney. Yester- 
day Sidener had refused to talk to 
reporters about Freund’s state- 
ment of William Russo’s charges. 


Sidener’s Statement. 

His statement follows: 

‘‘T have ordered a special session 
of the grand jury for 10 o’clock on 
Friday morning. They will maké a 
thorough investigation and learn 
all the facts from beginning to end. 
I shall be satisfied with the result 
for I have done my duty faithfully 
and honestly. I am eager and anx- 
ious that the grand jury go right to 
the bottom of the whole transac- 
tion and indict any one and every- 
@ne who may be guilty, regardless 
of who is involved. 

“I gladly welcome the investiga- 
tion which will result from the alli- 
ance of my former clerk, William 
Geist, Arthur J. Freund and Wil- 
liam. Russo in an effort to defeat 
me for re-election. . 

“It is to be much regretted that 
I will probably be hampered some 
by the fact that a member of the 
Police Board is in this association, 
but notwithstanding that, I am go- 
ing to the bottom.” 


Letter to Maroney. 
Sidener’s letter to his assistant, 
Maroney, follows:

“For 40 years you, by your con- 
duct, have demonstrated your hon.

Questions Freund’s Motives. 


Sidener told the reporters in an 
oral statement that he was anx- 
ious to get the present discussion 
before the grand jury in its every 
detail. ; 

“I want to let down the bars,” 
he said. “I want Freund, Russo, 
the newspaper reporters and any- 
one else who knows anything 
about the case to tell it to the 
grand jury. : 

“Incidentally, I am wondering 
why Freund waited until now to 
make public Russo’s statement 
that he paid money to get favors 
of’ the Circuit Attorney's office. 

“Why did Freund keep the mat- 
ter secret until the eve of the an- 
nouncement of his candidacy for 
the Circuit Attorneyship? What 
has that political situation to do 
with it? I’d like to know. 

“As for his statement that he 
was offered $100,000 to act as at- 
torney and get bond for the de- 
fendants in the Palazzolo murder 
case—well, I” haven’t heard any- 
thing like that since I quit read- 
ing fairy tales.”

MILE IN 4:20 IN 
COMEBACK TRIAL 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, June 7.—An athletic 
marvel has been performed on 
Harold Cutbill, once known ag the 
“Flying Parson” and one of the 
fastest milers that ever stepped on 
an American track. : 

Several months ago Cutbill, who 
retired from amateur competition 
seven years ago when charges of 
professionalism were brought 
against him, reported to Jack Ry- 
der, member of the Olympic coach- 
ing. staff, and said he was deter- 
mined to stage a comeback and 
make the Olynipic team, since the 
charges were long ago disproved. 
Cutbill then weighed 180 pounds. 
His body was soft and his muscles 
flabby, just as those of a country 
clergyman generally are. During 
the long layoff Cutbill had been 
devoting himself to his ministerial 
duties in a small rural parish at 
Boxford, Mass. 

Ryder was amazed but he knew 
the gritty churchman and  pre- 
scribed a course of training. Day 
after day and week after week 
Cutbill kept pounding around the 
Boston College track. During the 
early stages of his training his 
times would shame a high school 
freshman miler, but gradually the 
parson rounded into form. 

Doing Mile in 4:20. 
Today he is running the mile 
well under 4:20 and Ryder ciaims 
he will be at 4:15 in the Olympic 
tryouts. 

Ryder has seen al] types of ath- 
letes during his long coaching ca- 
reer but never one like Cutbill. 
“If any other man in the world 
attempted the same job,” Ryder 
said, “I would say it was humanly 
impossible, but not for Cutbill. He 
is the most determined athlete that 
ever stepped on a track. His come- 
back is nothing short of a miracle.” 
Another interesting comeback 
effort is being made by Gourdin. 
the former Harvard broad jumper. 
Six years ago he amazed the ath- 
letic world by leaping 25 feet in 
an Oxford - Cambridge - Harvard - 
Yale meet at the stadium. This 
record was later broken by Bob 
Legendre, former Georgetown star, 
and Dehart Hubbard, present hold- 
er of the broad jump record. 
Gourdin was a member of the 
Olympic team four years ago and 
he hopes to make the American 
team again this year. He has been 
working hard in preparation for 
the Eastern tryouts and has been 
clearing 24 feet consistently. Such 
lumping should get him into the 
finals at the stadium on July 6 
and 7, as Hubbard will qualify in 
the West and Bates of Pennsyl- 
vania State and Hamm of Georgia 
Tech have qualified in college 
meets this spring.

dent from the fact that the pontiff 
was closeted with the Mexican pre- 
late more than an hour and a half. 


The situation in the new light 
of the report wds discussed at 
length today by Pope Pius with 
Cardinal Gasparri, papal Secretary 
of State, and Mgr. Borgoncini- 
Duca, Under Secretary of State 
for Extraordinary Affairs. 

The Mexican archbishop was 
asked to compile a supplementary 
brief clarifying certain points of 
interest in’ his first report. 

Although the archbishop has 
been holding himself incommuni- 
cado while preparing the addition- 
al document and while the Vatican 
is unwilling to divulge the con- 
tents of the proposals which he 
brought or the’ source of them, 
there is general optimism that 
some sort of understanding final- 
ly is in sight.

A special committee of the National Crime Com- 
mission recommends that accused persons be turned 
over to psychiatrists for observation before trial, and 
that they be intrusted with the job of ascertaining

One of the main arguments urged for this change 
in criminal procedure is that it would do away with 
battles of experts in criminal trials. In most states 
at present both defense and prosecution may hire 
experts to pass upon the mental state of the defend- 
ant. This has led to such spectacles as the Loeb-Leo- 
pold case in Chicago and the Hickman case in Cali- 
fornia. In both the experts testified to an uncon- 
scionable amount of rubbish and to theories that 
amazed more conservative medical men. 

It is highly desirable that this practice should be

The fears of the public utility industries 
were very much exaggerated.

lions of dollars; they had attempted to 
“gas” the schools of America with their in- 
sinuations or charges that public ownership 
meant “radicalism,” even “bolshevism,” and 
that our republican institutions were almost 
at stake when a municipal power plant was 
established or a state-controlled power de- 
velopment corporation was created to de- 
velop natural resources. To have it all cul- 
minate in the exposure of these facts by 
unwilling witnesses under cross-examination 
by a Federal inquisitor is not helping the 
power companies nor damaging the public 
ownership idea. 

Se one may venture to differ from Mr. 
Lewis’ opinion. It was his view that the 
propaganda machine, the cost of which has 
been a charge on the rate payers or con- 
sumeéers had retardéd the public ownership 
movement 100 per cent. Yet that gain is 
now being lost by current revelations. The 
stupidity of many features of the utility in« 
dustry’s campaign ought to be manifest. 
“We'd all be in a Rell of a shape today,” 
said Lewis proudly in March, 1925. Yet 
what sort of shape are they in three years 
later?

When you sit with your 
crossed and the physician taps you 
on the tendon just below the knee, 
the muscles of the leg in a normal 
person contract and cause a jerk 
of the entire lower leg.

We are now in a position to an- 
swer the questions concerning ner- 
vous activity which we proposed 
to ourselves.

His interpretation is that man’s 
part in life has become preoccu- 
pied more with “thinking” than 
with “feeling,” which {is contrary 
to woman's development.

“One might also explain wom- 
en’s independent attitude to a 
deeper eroticism, that of making 
herself harder to attainment by 
man,” he said, but he himself 
doubted this theory. 
It is Mr. Lay’s belief that wom- 
an was actuated by the desire for 
spiritual independence originally 
but that in fighting for material 
independence she has lost sight of 


that what she has secured is un- 
atisfactory and in the course of 
time may swing right the other 
way. He sees this as part of the 
great wave of materialism which 
has swept the country in recent 
years. 

“I do think,” he continued, “that 
‘feminism has served one useful 
purpose, namely, that of causing 
women not to regard marriage any 
longer as an end in itself. When 
she does this, she belitties herself. 
What I wish to see in marriage is 
neither dominance nor slavé@ry for 
either partner, but proper psycho- 
logical relationship in keeping with 
civilized people. 

“YT very much doubt that the Zu- 
ropean marriage is founded on any 
truer basis than ours. Perhaps 
America’s message may be a reai 
equality of the sexes when wom- 
an’s present dominance- has been 
reduced to an absurdity, and those 
coming on seek to avoid the errors 
of their forbears.”
